Concerning double taxation. 
There is no such thing. Heber 
City residents would be paying 
the same amount of taxes for one 
department as for two. If the 
. power struggle with Wasatch 
County Sheriffs Office would 
end and the two departments 
were left to do their independent 
jobs, instead of worrying about 
who is better than the other, the 
taxpayers money would be used 
to its fullest extent in adequate 
police coverage. 

In the topic of professionalism. 


l feel that any men that can work 
under the pressure as the Heber 
City Police Department has in 
the past few months, during the 
recent investigation by Wasatch 
County’s unfounded and un- 
proven accusations, are proven 
professional police officers and 
no better will be found any- 
where. Heber City Police De- 
partment has always provided 24 
hour coverage not only to the 
Heber City residents but also to 
the Wasatch County residents up 
until approximately seven 
months ago when the Wasatch 
County Sheriff’s office began 
their 24 hour coverage. If 
consolidation occurs, I wonder 
who will suffer with lack of 
coverage. Heber City residents 
or those county residents in the 
Wallsburg, Soldier Creek, Cen- 
ter Creek and other county areas. 

County and City residents may 
also be interested to know that 
through the County Court they 
have been paying a Peace Officer 
Training Tax for non-moving 
traffic violations ranging from 
$2.00-$6.00 which as of 1981 has 
not been in effect. This law, 
passed in 1981 by the Utah State 
Legislature (Utah Code 67-15-21) 
states that moving violations but 


not non-moving violations such 
as Expired Inspection or Reg- 
istration, no or Expired Driver’s 
License, etc. are not required to 
pay that additional tax. Think of 
the amount of money that has 
been mis-appropriated since 


1981 until the present time. 

“Are you sure you want 
consolidation? This might cause 
the loss of a few more select 
police officers.”
